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Pleasart Hills PA, 14 April 2001 -- The FCC Eforcerrert Bureaus 
Spedal Counsel for Arateur Radio, Riley Hollingsworth K4ZDH, 
spoke for over 45 minutes to a crowd of over 50 Amateur Radio 
operators at the Blue Flarve restaurart on Route 51 this rorming. It 
was one of two talks he was schedued to give in the Pittsourgh area, 
the secord being that evening in Morroeville at the Palace Im hotel. 


Hollingsworth covered a wide variety of topics involving the FCC and 
the Amateur Radio Service, covering erforcerrert issues, possble 
Irternational regulatory changes, ard sore of his views for the future 
of the Amateur service. 


He emphasized several tines the 
inportance of “how we sound on 
the air’ both dorrediiaally and 
internationally, and how aitical 
that was at upcoming ITU 
conferences with other countries - 
conferences wrere the rue was 
large or grall, that “one country 
(has) one vote -- just like we do.” 
He warned the crowd that there 
was a good chance that the 40 
Meter Arrateur band would be 
reduced by 1/3 (from300 to 
200 kHz wide) at the next World 
Administrative Radio Corference, 
and that it was very irmportart 
that we conduct ourselves well on the air. “Operate asif the whole 
world is listening!” 


On cases of interference and other erforcerrert issues, Hollingsworth 
emphagzed the need for vigilance against the “proliferation of all 
that junk out there,” Gting sorre spedfic cases. He urged armateurs to 
“hear it, docurert it, and notify the FCC,” and that while it may take 
3 to 5 years to get back up to full erforcerrent levels of years past, 
erforcerrert IS back but we shoud not becorre conplacert about it 
He also reminded the audience that erforcerrert alone won't save 
Arvateur Radio, as “there is no rde against being stupid” on the air. 


Hollingsworth corpared the existing Arvateur Radio soecrumto New

One of his obituaries called Bill Orr “the rrost farrous hamof all 
tire.” This isa bold daterrert, but | thirk it is accurate. W6SAI 
qeated an astorising arrout of output related to hamradio. At 
one poirt in his career, Bill had regdar columns in 2 hamradio 
magazines, was the editor of the Radio Handbook, was authoring 
a huge st of tedrical material on BMAC tubes and was in the 
middle of creating new editions of his now farrous series of books 
on hamartenras. All at once! 


Sorre of WE6SAI’s best known books are the arterna books. There 
were too many to list here, but sorve of the best ones that | have 
seen are: The BeamArtena Handbook, first published in 1955, by 
1974 was inits 4 edition, All About Cubical Quad Arterras Sinple 
Low Cost Wire Artemas and possibly fis first arterna book S-9 
Signals With Builctlt-Yoursaf Arternas wich was first published in 
1949, 


Bill also derrordtrated the breadth of his expertise by authoring a 
nurber of books on “niche” areas of the hobby. Probably the 
most farrous of these are the Radio Amateur's Mobile Handbook, 
first released in 1953, preceded by the VHF Handbook in 1951. 


What makes a W6SAI authored or edited book spedal is the 
pradical hands-on, pu-it-to-work nature of his writing style. Bill 
constartly encourages the reader to put down the book and start 
using the irformation to DO SOMETHING! The only beamartema | 
have ever built was a 6-rreter, 3-elerrert job draight fromthe pages 
of the BeamArterna Handbook. And ny radios cant tell the 
difference between it and my Cushcraft A50-5S. Thark you for 
everything Bill. | prorrise to keep reading ard doing, just as you 
intended. 


The other serious loss last year was J oe Carr. J 0e’s K4IPV call sgn 
was not as farous as W6SAI, but J oe was another giart coriributor 
to the literature and accessibility of our hobby. J oe was one of those 
authors who seerred to be everywrere at once. He authored nore 
than 85 books ard over 650 ragazire artides devoted to radio 
topics. Not all of these were specfic to arrateur radio. 


All of J oe’s books are rrodels of easy-reading. If youare a boat 
anchor or artique radio collector, J oe’s Old Tirre Radios, Restoration and 
Repair published by Tab books in 1991 is indispensable. It night be the 
only well-orgarized, widely-published, and thorough book ever written on 
this aspect of our hobby. Other books that | can recomend from 
persorel experience are the Pradical Arterna Handbook, published in 
1989, the Receiving Antenna Handbook publisned in 1993 ard a deeper-- 
Secrets of RF Circuit Design, also published in 1991. 


At the tirve of his death (he was not an old man— he died of a heart 
attack), | oe was a reguar colunrist for Nuts & Volts ragazine. His work 
for themshowed a wide variety of interests beyord radio, induding 
power supplies for robots optoelectronics ard dever tricks with common 
Grats These were worderfuly readable artides that had a definite 
hobbyis’s flavor inthe writing style.

York's Certral Park, reminding the audience that it was “worth billions’ and 
woud becone a target if the Arrateur service did not manage itself 
properly. He pointed out that the new demards for soectrumtoday 
corpared to as little as 15 years ago, and emphasized the need for the 
Amateur Radio conmurity to have a strong National voice and presence - 
and that the Arrerican Radio Relay League is all we have. 


Hollingsworth also discussed briefly the growing 
problemof restridive zoring, deeds ard 
covenarts, rrertioning sorve of the “horror 
stories” that the FCC had heard about CC&R's 
only disdosed at the dosing or settlerrert, when 
it was too late for the horre buyer to do 
anything about it. And he brought up sorre 
recert legidation in Texas that would have k 
essertially prohibited all towers (induding Z 
Arateur) over 25 feet igh throughout the date, 
that the ARRL was able to resolve in our favor. 
He emphasized that the FCC woud only take 
adtion to strengthen PRB-1 over deed restricions 
if the Amateur conmnrity cortinued to provide 
the FCC with facial irformation and ingst that action be taken 


Hollingsworth also had praise for the Amateur conmrity in their efforts to 
innovate new contrunications tecrniques, spedfically rrentioning the new 
digital PSK-31 mode as sorrething “arrazing” and a “big draw for 
people.” He urged the audience to “spark your own erthusag7’ on this 
and other new conmurication modes 


“Amateur Radio is at a crossroads right now,” and Hollingsworth added 
that with the convergerre of conputer and radio tedmology, we have “the 
greatest potertial” to grow inthe last 20 to 25 years. He pointed out that 
Wile it was importart to try and draw younger people into the Service, we 
shoud rerenber that Arrateur Radio appeals to all age groups. He also 
urged the Armateur community to continue to train and educate incoming 
amateuss, stating that “we have a duty to teach new operators everything 
we know.” But he also urged us to “stay away fromthe negative 
operators’ and to not “give thema safe harbor "as the survival of Arrateur 
Radio was at sake.” Negative operators need to leam that Arvateur 
Radio is not the trairing ground for “the next J erry Springer,” and that with 
the tedmology now available to the FCC rroritoring stations (despite the 
dosing of many local field offices) that they “canard will be caught, sooner 
or later.” 


He also urged Amateurs to get nore publicty out about thentelves and 
What they do, stating that “we're not equipped to give ourselves credit.” 
He Gted the publicity following recert pirate attacks on sipping in the 
Caribbean as an exanple of what we shoud be doing, ard singling out 
ABC's “20/ 20” programfor getting the story right - “the best publidty 
we've had in 20 years.” But the lack of publidty of the inportarce of 
Amateur Radio to the Hurricane Watch and other everts of that scope is 
sorrething we need to do nore about 


On the matter of the Amateur Service restructuring, Hollingsworth 
emphagzed that it was “done” ard that we woud look back on this at the 
end of the decade asa “stroke of brilliance.” He also poirted out that a 
gde effect has been an upswing in the use by Amateurs of Morse Code 
conmuication More Amateuss are tuming or retuming to the node since 
higher speeds are no longer mandated, dting the analogy “the best way to 
kill a good book is to put it on the required reading list” He felt that this 
showed that it wag7t the speed that was important, but the code itself. 


Hollingsworth also touched briefly on the postive relationship that the ARRL 
Presidert is developing with the FCC commissioners, and that the ARRL and 
that the ARRL will be giving a presertation and derrorstration to the FCC

ARRL Web Extra courtesy Arrerican Radio Relay League 
NEWINGTON, CT, May 1s, 2001 — Monday, May 7, has been set 
asthe trial date in the case of WilliamFlippo, arrested last suntrer 
for interfering with Amateur Radio operations and for transnitting 
without a license. Flippo, of J upiter, faces four 

courts of operating without a license and four 

courts of deliberate and malidous interference to 

a licensed service. He was taken into custody last 

J Uy and is free on bord. 

The aininal charges going to trial this rrorth 

cover violations allegedly connitted between J une 1999 ard April 
of last year. Each court carries a maxinumpenalty of one year in 
prison ard a $10,000 fine. 

Flippo, 58, already faces a $20,000 fine levied in 1999 for 
unlicensed operation, willful and malidous interference to Arrateur 
Radio conmunications, ard failure to let the FCC inspect his radio 
equiprrert Inj anuary 2000, the FCC gave Flippo 30 days to pay 
ard referred the matter to the US Attorney after he failed to do so 
and the irterference complaints continued. 

Flippo's only response to the FCC Notice of Apparert Liability was to 
send the FCC a copy of a one-page barkruptcy filing. The FCC was 
not irmpressed and dedined to adjust the forfeiture arroutt During 

a search of Flippo's property after he was taken into custody, the 
FCC reportedly seized sorre three dozen ites related to the 

alleged offenses, induding radio equiprrert Flippo was released on 
$100,000 bond, co-signed by his wife. 

Asa condition of his release, US Magistrate J udge Am E Vitunac 
prohibited Hippo frommaking any radio trarsvissors ard from 
cortadiing any witnesses in the case. Neither he nor any of his fanily 
members may handle or possess firears, and Flippo's travel was 
restricted to the Southem District of Florida — the cout's 
jurisdictional area. 

Harvs in Florida say that even after being fined Flippo continued to 
thurb his nose at the FCC ard persisted in flouting the law by 
interfering with local HF and repeater nets. Personnel fromthe FCC's 
Tampa District Office followed up on conplairts fromarrateurs that 
Flippo — also known by his CB handle of "Rabbit Ears' — reguarly 
irterfered with arrateur operations, espedally on 10 ard 2 rreters 
The ciminal charges going to trial this rrorth cover violations 
allegedly connitted between J ure 1999 ard April of last year. Each 
court carries a maxirrumpenalty of one year in prison ard a 
$10,000 fine. 

Flippo is said to have caused problers for the arrateur community in 
the J upiter area for alrrost three years. FCC personnel visited the 

J upiter area at least twice in 1999 asa resut of arrateur conplairts 
alleging rvalidous interference. The FCC said it was able to tack 
offending signals to Flippo's reddence. At ore point, anagert 
rroritored and heard taped portors of a 2-rreter hamradio net 
earlier that day being replayed on top of arrateur conmurications 
on 10 rreters, the FCC has said. 

FCC Commissioner Susan Ness has announced that she plans to leave 
the agercy by J une 1s. Ness becarre an FCC Connissiorer in 1994 
and will have served a seven years with the FCC.
